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DETAILED ACTION 



EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. Malhotra (Reg. No. 33,560) on November 28, 2005. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 1, line 10, insert — (IC) — after "integrated circuit". 

Claim 1, line 14, delete "RF" insert IC in front of "chip". 

Claim 8, line 1, delete "film" and insert --flat — after "said thin". 

Claim 12, line 1, delete "4" and insert — 3 — after "claim" and also delete "RFID" 
after "wherein said". 

Claim 23, line 10, insert — integrated circuit — after "light operated". 

Claim 24, line 2, delete "battery" and insert — batteries — after "thin flat". 

Claim 26, line 1, delete "film battery" and insert — flat batteries — after "said 

thin". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3, 5-1 2, and 23-37 are allowed (renumbered as 1 -24). 
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2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: many 
references in the art disclose shipping label but prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest, in the claimed combination, a postage stamp having RFID system disposed 
between first and second spaced apart facing major surfaces including a integrated 
circuit chip having therein an RF transmitter, an RF receiver, a memory stage and a 
control logic, a thin flat battery connected to said IC chip, and a thin RF antenna 
disposed adjacent to said battery and IC chip and operative to transmit and receive RF 
signals and couple said RF signals to and from said IC chip during the interrogation 
thereof. Furthermore, most of the prior art could not beat the filing date of present 
invention filed on August 12, 1992. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
